Arthur Skinner, former night watch 
at the Mission Winery, together with 
Henry Albert, Jr., and Joe MeKee, all 
of Cucamonga, entered a plea of not 
guilty before the Federal Court yes- 
terday, at their arraignment before 
that court. 

Skinner, Albert, and McKee are 
specifically charged with entering a 
United States bonded winery and to 
have transported therefrom without 
@ permit a demijohn containing wine. 

The arrest of the young men fol- 
lowed a mystery of several weeks in 
which quantities of wine were missed 
from the great vats of the Mission 
Winery, and on the night of Au- 
gust 23, 1920, officers caught the 
three in the act of taking the wine 
and when the personnel of the trio 
was discovered the most surprised 
were the officers themselves as well 
as officials of the Mission Winery. 

According to the stories of the 
three young men, Albert and McKee, 
riding in a motor car belonging to 
the former, went on the evening of 
August 23, 1920, to pay a visit to 
‘Skinner at hie bachelor quarters in 
the winery. Having learned of the 
intended visit, Mrs. Henry Albert, 
Sr. gave her san a jar of home- 
canned fruit to present to their host 
and on the departure of the pair 
from the winery, Skinner, by way of 
showing his appreciation, presented 
them with a small demijohn of wine. 

The result was that as McKee and 
Albert set off in their car, they | 
were nabbed by minions of the law. 
When the case came up for hearing 
in the local courts, the matter was 


turned over to the Federal au- 
thorities, 
Albert has married since his ar- 


rest on the liquor charge and Mc- 
Kee has a wife and baby. The three 
young men have retained Attorney 
Archie D. Mitchell to: defend them, 

The date of the trial will be set 
two weeks from yesterday and will 
probably take place two months from 
yesterday.

Although it looked for a time as 
though the difficulty over the Euclid 
avenue paving would come to an end 
last night, a postponement until to- 
day at 1 o’clock was necessary, in 
order that N. L, Levering, represent- 
ing Contractor Lineau, might be pree- 
ent with. the sum of $5400 in cold 
U. S. coin which the property own- 
ers and eity council will accept as a 
guarantee that the lower portion of 
the Euclid avenue job will hold up. 

Engineer Lynch, in a few remarks 
before the city council, stated that he 
found Mr. Levering willing and anx- 
ious to do all requested in repairing 
the street and after going over the 
work thoroughly was firm in the 
opinion that there was no intention 
on the part of any one connected 
with the work to slight the job as 
a money-making proposition, but that 
the condition of the lower portion of 
the road was more the result of the 
method followed in laying the con- 
crete, 

Mr. Lynch's report to the city coun- 
is as follows:

The Farm Bureau of San Bernar- 
dino County will open a membership 
campaign on February 4th, which 
we believe merits the support of 








every farmer in the county. 
Farmers all over the United 
States are getting together in a 


great organization named the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation,  Al- 
ready a million and a half farmers 
are members. All mempers of the 
San Bernardino County Farm Bu- 
reau belong to it. It is the one or- 
ganization in the country through 
which farmers can be heard nation- 
ally. 

The county and state farm bureau 
federations work on the local prob- 
lems of the farmers, but there are 
certain most important matters that 
can only be settled through bona 
fide farmer representation in Wash- 
ington, and that is what the national 
farm bureau is giving. ‘ 

For years we have heard the ques- 
tion, “Why can't we buy our food 
direct from the farmer and 6ave all 
| the cost of handling three or four 
| times?” Well, this can never be 
| gon until the farmers are organiz- 
ed enough to control the distribution 
their own products. One farmer 
alone has nothing to say about it, 

He has to sell to the most con- 
venient buyer, who may be merely 
a speculator, who buys cheap, be- 
cauee the farmer is pushed = for 
money, and then he in turn sella to 
another speculator or broker, at 
margin of profit; he in turn to 
commission house, which sells to a 
wholesale house, which sells to a 
retailer, and thereby we get five 
margins of profit added to the far 
mer's price ,and least two and 
three of these represent no service 
rendered to the public or the farmer, 

There are many practical difficul- 
ties involved in getting products 
from the farm to the consumer; a 
certain amount of handling is nec- 
essary; but to keep this down to a 
minimum, to eliminate speculation in 
food, to control distribution of farm 
products that market is not

The 
sum of $271,00,000 voted in bond is- 
sues or appropriated by eight states 
recently, added to bond issues passed 
by eight other states since 1918, 
makes $543,000,000 already available 
for road work in sixteen states. 
Funds still available through Fed- 
eral aid are placel at $160,000,000 by 
officials of the Bureau of Public 
Roads.

The governors of the several 
states and territories of this country 
and Canada as well as the mayors 
of two thousand American and Cana- 
dian cities have been asked to ap- 
point official delegates to the meet- 
ing. In some instances governors 
and mayors will head their delega- 
tions in person. Seven thousand 
road and street contractors and thou- 
sands of army, automotive’ and chem- 
ical engineers, agriculturists, edi- 
tors, bankers, motorists and large 
users of trucks, as well as officials 
of boards of trade, chambers of com- 
merce and other organizations in- 
terested in road and street improve- 
ment, have been invited to attend. 

Each session of the congress, as 
well as the show, will be held at 
the Chicago Coliseum and will be 
open to the general public.

“The average motorist,” said Mr. 

H. Hamilton, district sales man- 
ager of the Standard Oil Company, 
“knows that he should have his 
crankease cleaned every so often, 
but he doesn’t know exactly why.

sonable profit, subject to regulation 
by the department of agriculture, 
but not subject to manipulation by 
speculators. 

This has been partly accomplished 
jocally by our cooperative marketing 
associations in California, and the 
grain farmers of the Middle West, 
where prices are set by the board of 
trade, gambling in the necessities 
of life, are trying to establish co- 
operative associations, modeled on 
ours. 

But what is happening to the Cali- 
fornia Associated Raisin Co. is an 
indication of what may happen to 
the rest of our cooperative associa- 
tions, which are the very life of the 
agricultural business of California. 

The suit against the Associated 
Raisin Co, has given the impression 
to many that the Raisin Company 
has been guilty of combining the 
growers, in order to charge unrea- 
sonable prices; the true case being 
rather that the Raisin Company has 
seen to it that the growers got their 


share of the returns, and hag abso- 


lutely saved the raisin industry for 
California. 

Before the Associated Raisin Co. 
was formed, hundreds of acres of 
raisin grapes were left uncared for, 
because the raisins brought the grow- 
er less than the cost of production 
and the profit went to the specula- 
tors or packers. These so-called “in- 
dependent packers” would now like 
to put the Raisin Association out of 
business, 

Is it better to let the growers set 


returns to keep up their vineyards, 
or is it better to let the packer make 
the profit and return to the growers 
so little that he cannot afford to 
make the raisins? And as to which 
would serve the public best, look 
at the price of bacon for the packers’ 
idea of pricers. 

(Mr. Wylie M, Giffen, president of 
the Associated Raisin Co., hae this 
to say of the Farm Bureau in rela- 
tion to our cooperative organiza- 
tions: 

“These organizations that mean so 
much to us and play so large a part 
in the welfare of the respective 
communities in which they funce- 
tion, are now being attacked “by the 
government, and for weal or for woe, 
their fate will be settled in the halls 
of congress. And in this fight the 
only thing that counts is votes. 
While the fruit industry means much 
to California, it means little tg the 
rest of the country, and as long as 
we have ali told, not to exceed 113 
votes ott of a possible 531, it will 
be seen at once that it will be nec- 
essary to enlist the help of other 
states if we are to win this fight. 
Fortunately we do not have to build 
an organization from the ground up, 
for this purpose, as the Farm Bu- 
reau has units in every state, with 
a federated ‘membership of 1,500,000 
farmers, that are alert and efficient 
and stand ready to render us any 
honorable service that we may need. 

“Within a day or two after At- 
torney General Palmer had filed suit 
against the Associated Raisin Co., 
they were in receipt of wires from 
the Washington office of the Farm 
Bureaus offering their services, and 
that, in spite of the fact that not 
over three or four hundred raisin 
growers in Fresno County belong to 
this organization. 

“There are undoubtedly many oth- 
er valid reasons that could be given 
why farmers should belong to the 
Farm Bureau organization, but we 
believe this one, so far as fruit grow- 
ers ‘are concerned, is sufficient. This 
open letter is written for the pur- 
pose of urging every reader to at 
once take out a membership in his 
nearest Farm Bureau Center, if for 
no other reason than to show our 
appreciation for the gervices al- 
ready rendered,” 

What the Farm Bureau can do for 
the farmers is in direct proportion 
to the number of farmers that back 
it. It is an association of bona fide 
farmers, seeking only justice and a 
fair deal for the farmers, and ready 
to give a fair deal to the public, be 
lieving that only so can all the peo- 
Ple have comfort and happiness. 

It should have the backing of the 
farmers 100 per cent strong. 

It should have five million more 
farmers added to its present mem- 
bership of one million and a half; 
and we want 2000 of these to come 
from San Bernardino county. 

Between February 4 and 18 are 
the dates for the membership cam- 
paign, and we hope every ranch 
owner, ranch tenant, and ranch work- 
er fo the county will add his strength 
to the membership.
